WHY THE £ HAS FALLEN

The City Editor of the Observer writes :— 
The reaction that has taken place in the 
value of the £ sterling as measured in foreign 
currencies las avoused widespread nervous- 
ness on the Continent. Our friends there— 
and we still have many—are unfortunately 
apt to envisage currency questions in the 


‘light of their own experiences of some years 


ago. Any sign of instability in a currency 
immediately recalls to their minds the utter 
collapse of. the German mark and the de- 
valuation of the 
Italian lira, 

_ The speculators whose activities have been 
in evidence recently are just normal persons 
whose Lusiness is dealing in exchange, and 
whose experience enables them to profit by 
such movements as are now in progress. 

Apart from the scaremongers and their 
victims, there are few persons in this 
ceuntry who in any way share this (on- 
Fluctuations in the £ 
make transactions concerned with overseas 
trade more difficult, it is true, but our 
traders are now accustomed to making the 
best of cach situation as it arises. They have 
learnt to realise that a currency unattached 
to any fixed standard is always vulnerable 
and liable to fluctuation, and make their 
arrangements accordingly. To the millions 
of ordinary men, women and children in 
this country the value in dollars or francs 
of the £ sterling is a matter of indifference, 
a0 né as its internal value is not interfered 
with. 

This is_most emphatically the case with 
ua, Our Budgetary position is satisfactory, 
compared with that. of other nations; and 
more particularly with those still on the gold 
standard. The cost of living is stable, and, 
if anything, slightly lower than twelve 
months ago, 

There is, indeed, every reason to be 
satisfied with the methods adopted by our 
authorities in dealin with currency 
problems. There are those who have sug- 
gested that the reaction in the £ sterling 
should have been prevented by the more 
vigorous use of the Exchange Egqualisation 
Fund, Such a suggestion is based on a mis- 
understanding of the meaning and object of 
that fund. Mr, Chamberlain put this object 
succinctly in Parliament this week, when he 
stated that he had no doubt that the reserves 
of foreign currency in the fund act as a 
deterrent against the activities of speculators. 

Although the withdrawal. ef funds by 
nervous Continental financiers and speculative 
operations by others have been factors in 
the recent movements of the exchange value 
of sterling, the basic cause has been the 
“seasonal or other tendencies”’ to which 
Mr. Chamberlain referre1. This is the season 
at which importers have to meet large com- 
mitments for imports «f raw materials, and 
many of them haw» no doubt been covering 
their requirements in advance. Among the 
‘other tendencies’ has been the need by 
the French banks to withdraw funds invested 
here in order to make provision for the 
internal loan made necessary by the French 
Budgetary deficit.

A Montreal telegram of Saturday says :— 
Messrs, Price Brothers and Company, Ltd., 
the newsprint manufacturing company, at 
nounce that they will not be able to pay Im- 
terest on their First Mortgage 6 per cent. 
Bonds, amounting to over 11,000,000 dollars 
(£2.900.000 at par) when the ninety days’ 
grace allowed expires is. October. This means 
that a receiver will be appointed in the bond- 
holders’ interest, but it is hoped that the 
rights in equity of the present shareholders 
“will be preserved on a fair basis.” The 
directors refer to recent unfavourable de- 
velopments in the Canadian newsprint 1n- 
dustry, including over-production and con- 
comitant price-cutting. Last June Lord 
Beaverbrook proposed a scheme for the re- 
establishment of the company, but on this 
being rejected by the security holders Lord 
Beaverbrook notified the directorate that he 
would have nothing further to do with the 
company. In addition to the First Mortgage 
6 per cent. Bonds, the company’s capitalisa- 
tion consists of just over 42,500,000 dollars 
Common Stock and 6,500,000 dollars 6; per 
cent, Cumulative Preferred shares. It was 
incorporated in Quebec in October, 1920. 


WAITING FOR WHITEHALL. 

The City is still waiting upon the Treasury. 
It wants Whitehall to bring out the big loan 
which has still to come (says The Evening 
Standard), This loan will have to provide 
for several needs—cash repayments on War 
Loan, 44 per cent.

He enumerated the 
serious complications arising from chronic 
urethritis, and described the urethroscope 
which was “ used. He then proceeded to 
discuss the pathological lesions found in the 
urethra and the treatment for such condi- 
tions.

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PORTABLE TALKIES. 


DUBLIN DEMONSTRATION OF 
NEW PROJECTOR. 


A full-length “ talkie’’ cinema programme, 
including Mickey Mouse cartoons, a feature 
picture, musical compositions, and sporting 
events, was shown last night in the dining- 
room of a Dublin hotel. 
This performance was rendered. possible 
by t»e advent to Ireland of the portable 
*talkie’’ projector, which has been intro- 
duced by the Radio Corporation of America. 
The programme, which lasted two hours, was 
wdaihed by guests at the Gresham Hotel. 
None of the ordinary precautions employed 
by cinemas was neccssary, as the films were 
non-infammable. They are 16 mm. wide, 
as compared with the 35 mm, which is 
the normal width of cinema films, and were 
photographically reproduced . from ordinary 
films, the sound being re-recorded after- 
wards, Early next vear, it is said, equip- 
ment will be available for the photography 
and sound-recording to be made direct on 
to these films. 
Referring to the great possibilities which 
exist for the small ‘:talkie’’. projector in 
the educational field, Mr. W. J. Hernan, 
Irish agent for the R.C.A. portable projec- 
tor, predicted to an ZJrish Times reporter 
yesterday that in about twelve months one 
of the most important methods of teaching 
subjects in schools would be through the 
talking film. 

“It is the educational aspect of this in 
which 1 am mi st interested,” he said, ** and 
within a few months I shall be able to re- 
cord direct on 16 mm. films any subject 
for distribrtion to schools throughout the 
country. This can -be done in Dublin, or 
any other ny of Ireland, where facilities 
are available.”

THE FARMER’S POOR RATES. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Nobody likes making his private 
affairs public property, but the position of 
medium and larger farmers who employ 
labour, and in normal times buy young cattle 
from the small farmers, is now so serious 
that reticence may mean that most of us 
will be wiped out—possibly jinadvertently— 
before the Government realises what it is 
doing, in which case the sum of rural poverty 
in the Free State will be @increased beyond 
repair. A rate-collector, writing to me most 
courteously a few days ago, says:—‘‘ 1 quite 
understand the position. However, I have to 
collect the rates, as I have instructions from 
{"e Jouncil to use all the powers vested in 
me for the collection of same.” I enclose a 
ecpy of my reply to prove bona fides and to 
se‘isfy your readers as to the difficulties 
under which, some of us are trying to carry 
on and keep the country going, with no 
political axes to grind. 

Many dittnenids mr-t be in even. greater 
difficulties, and something will have to snap 
before long. If the intention, however, is to 
cle _ out of the Free State those of us who 
stuck to our country in spite of the terror 
and the burnings of ten years ago, it would 
b> less inhuman to put us out of pain quickly 
rather than the slow torment and ultimate 
ruin of farming under impossivle conditions. —

You must be aware that our Government 
has lost us our mart fer cattle, has shaken 
our credit so that I cannot go to my bank 
for the rates as in former years, has taken 
my outside surplus in increased income tax, 
and calls on employers tu go on giving em- 
ployment after taking away the means oj 
paying for it. , 

The same Government, through the County 
Council which supports it, calls on men who 
employ labour to pay poor rate while exempt- 
ing from poor rate those who employ no 
labour. It is the plain duty of the County 
Council to get all rates from the Govern- 
mc ‘. If men like me go away, Ireland loses 
our rates, our expenditure, our income tax, 
and our death duties, and has to support all 
those thrown out of work, with less taxpayers 
to provide the money to do so.

THE NEW DUTIES.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I would appeal to the Minister of 
Local Government through your columns not 
to postpone any longer relief to the unem- 
ployed, as such as they now receive is so 
inadequate that their homes are already being 
sacrificed to the need for food, and in a month 
or six weeks’ time any families who have 
escaped eviction will have but the shelter of 
bare walls during the winter. On all sides | 
hear ot the sacrifice of bed clothes, and never 
have | seen such need for boots and clothing. 
“ He gives twice who gives quickly.’’ 

Cannot the Government make some plan for 
dealing with the rent question’? It is 
absolutely impossible for the unemployed to 
pay rent, and it should not be expected from 
them. Surely the Government could consult 
with representatives of the landlords and the 
unemployed on some working scheme, and 
meanwhile stop evictions. The unemployed 
are innocent victims of an ill-organised 
society, and it is a denial of all human fellow- 
ship to leave them to bear the brunt of the 
suffering alone. Instead of being assured the 
necessaries of life—food, shelter, fuel and 
clothing—they get a small food order out of 
which they must pay some rent or risk being 
evicted, and either still further deplete their 
food supply by getting back some money for 
fuel, or shiver in their gradually emptying 
rooms. As for clothing and bed-clothing, this 
need is entirely ignored, 

I do not think it is too much to ask, under 
present circumstances, that the Government 
and the landlords should contribute the rent, 
and so relense an increased relief in cash for 
food, fuel, boots and clothing. The scale of 
relief put forward by the unemployed them- 
selves 1s studiously moderate, and I think this 
should be recognised without further delay.—

PIRRIE PARK PURCHASED, 


The governors of the Methodist College, 
Belfast, have purchased Pirrie Park, the 
recreation ground of Messrs, Harland and 
Wolff, Ltd., the famous shiptuilding firm, as 
playing-fields for the pupils of the college, 
of whom there are practically a thousand on 
roll, and as a site for a preparatory school 
in connection with the college. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff purchased the 
ground, which consists of 43 freehold acres, in 
1920, for £10,000. ‘They spent £35,000 in 
making the various playing-fields and in the 
erection of pavilions. The park, which was 
opened by Viscount and Viscountess Pirrie, 
has eight footkall fields, a three-acre cricket 
piten, a half-mile oval running track, a ladies’ 
iockey field, six tennis courts, four of them 
hard-ccurts, and several bowling greens. It 
is proposed to convert the main pavilion, 
which cost to build £5,000, into a prepartory 


school,

Problen.. |

HE Diocesan Synod of Down and Connor 

I and Dromore, when it meets in Belfast 

on the 8th November, wiil consider the 
problem of the Church of Ireland in Belfast 
and the urgent necessity for the provision of 
additional vuildings for parochial purposes. 

In a notice of motion which has been 
handed in by the Recorder of Belfast (Judge 
Thompson) attention is directed to the urgent 
need for Luildings throughout the diocese, 
and more sp y in the City of Belfast, as 
irreparahle joss is being incurred owing to 
the want «I this accommodation in which to 
carry on the manifold activities essential to 
modern congitions of Church life. 

It is suggested that the diocesan represen- 
tatives on the General Synod and the Church 
Representative Body should be requested to 
inquire inte the pusition and lay the facts 
before the Representative Body with the view 
of having steps taken to deal with this grave 
situation. 

At the present time there are 160,000 
Church people im Belfast, while there are 
38 churches and three mission halls. A 
hundred years ago there were 15,000 Church 
people and three churches. Qne Belfast 
parish to-day has 10,000 people, and only one 
church and two clergymen to serve the 
spiritual needs of this big congregation. One 
Southern united diocese has fewer Church 
people, with one bishop and thirty-eight 
clergymen. 

Another important question which will be 
raised on notice of motion by the Rev. F. 
Hatch, LL.D., is the suggested amendment 
of constitution of the Church of Ireland in 
order that meetings of the General Synod 
may be held in Belfast. © 

In the annual report which will be pre- 
sented to the Synod it is stated :—** Notwith- 
standing how much there is in the state of 
our country to cause anxiety, we have rea- 
sons to imspirit us in the progress of our 
Church and the continued magnificent sup- 
port. of our members. Great numbers of 
them are maintaining their contributions 
though soreiy pressed by diminished means. 
Strong in the love of our people, and relying 
en the blessing of God, let us face the days 
to come without losing courage.”’

GALWAY, Saturday. 
R ‘MARKABLE disclosures were made 


at a meeting ‘of the Finance Committee 

of the Galway Connty Council during 
a discussion on the question of unemployment 
in the county, with particular reference to 
Ballinasloe. 

At a recent meeting, it will be recalled, 
Mr. G. Lee, County Surveyor, said that he 
could give employment out of relief grants 
to one le cilia men at breaking stones, but 
he could not get any man to undertake this 
work in Ballinasloe. : 

A letter was now read from the secretary 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, Ballina- 
sloe, who said that he wished to wmform the 
Council that one hundred men were available 
for this class of work. 

The Surveyor then said that he offered the 
men work at a wage of 2s. 6d. per ton, but 
could not get them to work for that figure. 

Mr. Nolan—At that rate they could easily 
earn 25s. to 20s. a week. . 

The Chairman (Mr. Dowling) said that men 
walked eight and even ten miles to break 
stones at a lesser wage. 

Mr. M, Cook said that it was a “ slave 

" to offer any man. 

Lee said that the Government had 
made two grants—of £1,700 and £250. He 
required 8, tons of stone, and, in order 
to relieve unemployment, he was prepared 
to employ the men to break the stones rather 
than to use the stone crusher. He could get 
the stones broken by the stone crusher at 1s. 
6d. a ton. It meant, in effect, that he was 
giving ls, extra to the relief of unemployment 
in Ballinasloe. 


“NO WISH TO WORK.” 
There were, Mr. Lee went on, 150 wnem- 
oyed on the register of the Labour Ix- 

change. The ganger interviewed the men and 
the majority agreed to take on the work at 
2s. 6d. a ton, Later only nine men agreed 
to accept the work at this figure, but these 
nine men had now refused also. 

Mr, Cahill—These people would prefer to 
get out-door relief. I know men in Loughrea 
earning 6s. a day breaking stones, and there 
is little or no out-door relief in Longhrea. 

The Chairman—The fact is that these men 
do not want to work. 

Mr. Lee said that as the men had refused 
his offer he used the crusher. 

Mr. Kelly—And saved £400. 

The matter was left in the hands of the 
County Surveyor.

“TI would be the last to ask to have a lad 
sent. to jail, having had the doubtiul pleasure 
of being there once myself,” declared a 
Superintendent of the Civic Guard at Dundalk 
District. Court. ' 

However, he was afraid that nothing else 
would cure Eugene Garvey, a youth who was 
before the court for extracting money from 
a slot machine, the property of the Great 
Northern Railway Company. Garvey, he 
said, though only twenty years old, had a 
long list of convictions against him, mostly 
tor breaking and entering lock-up shops. In 
one year he, had committed ten offences of 
this kind, and was ordered twelve strokes of 
the birch, which, however, he had not. got. 

Garvey denied the present offence, but on 
the evidence of a companion he was found 
guilty. 

District Justice Goff said that he did not 
eare to send a youth to jail if there was a 
chance of keeping him out, as he felt that a 
short sentence might act, not so much as a 
deterrant as an injury. He imposed a sus- 
pensory sentence of three months, with hard 
labour, and, at the request of Superintendent 
MeDonach, made it a condition of the bend 
that Garvey must not associate with bad 
companions for two years.

I was stated at the meeting of the 

Limerick County Council to-day that 

the hospital system in the county con- 
stituted a great hardship on the poor. 

The matter arose out of a scheme snb- 
mitted to the Health Board, which dealt 
with a proposal to erect a fever hospital and 
the building of extensions to the County 
Hospital, Croom, and the County Home at 
Newcastle West. 

Mr. E. J.. Mitchell said that the distribu- 
tion of hospital accommodation in the county 
showed a deplorable lack of-. consideration 
for the people. That state of things should 
be rectified by the building of cottage 
“agg 

Mr. N. Quinlan agreed with Mr, Mitchell, 
and added that County Limerick was the 
oply place where hospital centralisation was 
attempted. The result was that the sick 
poor were persecuted and harassed. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. McCormack) de- 
fended the hospital system in the county, de- 
claring that it was most efficient, and ful- 
filled the requirements of the people. If 
cottage hospitals were to be set up in the 
county, the cost would fall very heavily on 
the ratepayers. : 

Mr.. Guialan asserted that the system in 
Limerick was costing far more than that in 
County Tipperary, where they had cottage 
hospitals, Some parts of the County 
Limeric!: were thirty-five miles distant from 
the County Hospital, so that friends could 
not visit patients. 

Mr. Mitchell—Which is a disgrace to a 
civilised community. 

‘The Couneil, on the motion of Mr. 
Mitchell, adopted a resolution amending the 
scheme to provide for the erection of a 
cottage hospital in East Limerick.

MR. NORTON’S TALK WITH |

At a meeting called for the purpose of

The coming 
winter promised to be, from the employ- 
ment point of view, perhaps, the worst yet | 
‘experienced, and it was absolutely imperative 
that the Government realise at once their 
responsibilities. Nothing should be allowed to 
stand in the way of discharging their duty 
to the unemployed men and women.

Conference on Wednesday.— 
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The Black Parer. 


There is no longer any ground for hope 
of an agreement between President de 
Valera and the British Government. If 
any doubt remained on this point, it 
has been dispelled by the issue of the 
White Paper on the recent negotiations in 
London. Mr. de Valera had his oppor- 
tunity to make a fruitful and honourable 
peace ; he let it slip, and the Free State 
must reconcile herself to the drastic con- 
sequences of his failure. He went to 
London, presumably, to effect an arrange- 
ment that would end an economic struggle 
which is bringing discomfort on the 
English people and ruin on the citizens of 
the Free State. There he not merely 
reiterated demands which the British 
Government. had rejected in positive 
several . former occasions, 
but complicated the issue with a 
cloud of fantasy. One subject really 
mattered—the payment or withholding 
of the land annuities: Mr. de Valera 
so conducted his case that this subject 
seéms to be negligible in comparison 
with some of the Gargantuan issues 
involved. He must have realised from the 
beginning that such a method of approach 
to the London negotiations was bound’ to 
fail, however impressive it might have 
. It is clear now 


terms on 


been in a Savoy opera. 
that there can be no agreement until the 
Free State Government is willing to 
negotiate or to accept an imperial arbitra- 
tion on the subject of the land annuities, 
undistorted by incidental issues. It is 
equally clear that this stage cannot be 
reached while the present Government 
remains in office. 

During the past two months the 
Free State has begun to realise what 
a tariff war really means. She will 
be very tired of Mr. de Valera, his 
ambitions and his extravagances, before 
her education is complete—and its com- 
pletion will not require a long time. Mr. 
de Valera has taken many steps to allay 
criticism of his general policy. He has 
raised the level of some pensions, and is 
creating others; he has earned the grati- 
tude of all the little industries whose work 
he is willing to protect at the cost of the 
general public; he is making the Free 
State a paradise for “ profiteers,’’ How long 
the beneficiaries, of all kinds, will remain 
grateful to him is very questionable; 
but there abundant signs that 
they have begun to realise that what is 
given by one hand easily can be taken 
the other. For all Mr. de 
Vaiera’s beneficence, the streets of Dublin 
and of various provincial towns have seen 
wretched columns of hunger-marchers—a 
phenomenon which hardly could have been 
contemplated six months ago. The dis- 
content of the workless is a formidable 
thing, and as yet it has only begun to 
manifest itself. Hungry people are appeal- 
ing to him to redeem his promises of 
employment for everybody, while daily he 
disemploys additional hundreds. 

If the farmers were prosperous, there 
could be no real distress in the Free State. 
The fact that they m ist endure the direst 
rigours of the econon ‘c war is the clearest 
commentary on Mr de Valera’s mis- 
guided politics. Th y have watched their 
livelihood shrink to » pitiful level as the 
British duties gradually crush the Irish 
cattle trade out of existence. At any 
moment Britain, if she pleases, may apply 
the final twist to the screw. The special 
duties on Irish cattle may be raised from 
20 per cent. to any figure; and where will 
Mr. de Valera’s export bounty be then? 
Apart from cattle, numerous classes of 
Trish exports will be affected by the new 
duty of 10 per cent., which will be imposed 
from the 15th November on goods from those 
countries which did not, or could not, seize 
the advantages of Ottawa. Butter, eggs, 
cream, poultry and game will pay 30 per 
cent.’of their value as they enter England. 
Biscuits, apparently, must pay 10 per 
cent,; and Britain has the right at any 
time to raise any tariff imposed under the 
Import Duties Act to a level of 100 per 
ent. Even if she refuses to exercise that 
right, the prospect for Irish producers is 
almost hopeless. Mr. de Valera has 
filched their only market fr ma, 
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place; yet he asks the country to “‘ stand I 


behind” his fatal policies. Ireland never 
has been brought so close to ruin by the 
obstinacy of any other citizen. 

. National Savings. 

Since the first international congress of 
savings banks was held in 1924, the Jast 
day of October has been set aside for the 
propagation of thrift. The savings move- 
ments in the Free State, of which we 
publish an account to-day, must not be 
said, indeed, to owe their inception to 
this congress. More than a year before 
it met the first savings certificates were 
issued in this country, and when the 
movement attained international status 
the habit of prudent saving already had 
gained a firm hold among our people. 
To-day the heads of Governments and 
Ministers of Finance in all countries see 
in organised thrift one of the world’s 
bulwarks against disaster. That the Free 
State should be able to show a balance 
of some twelve million pounds in savings 
is a matter for congratulation. The 
country is neither large nor rich, and this 
great sum must represent both hard work 
and a willing sacrifice of even the simplest 
luxuries of modern life. To trace the 
movement since its inception is to read 
one of the most significant chapters in 
Irish history. The issue of savings 
certificates in 1923 was followed at 
the beginning of the next year by the 
appointment of a Savings Committee, 
which found enthusiastic helpers every- 
where. The schools proved to be fertile 
soil for the new doctrine of thrift, and 
the small, but regular, savings of the 
young continue to form no negligible part 
of the nation’s balance. Still more im- 
portant, however, were the savings associa- 
tions of factory hands, clerical, workers 
and social clubs. Yet, to imagine fondly 
that the movement, once begun, would 
gather force of its own uccord would be 
to belittle the work of those who have 
been engaged in the spreading of it. In 
the Free State to-day more than seven 
thousand persons voluntarily give their 
time to this work. The financial year 
ended in March, 1931, increased by 
nearly two million pounds the investments 
in savings certificates, trustee banks and 
the Post Office Savings Banks. The fact 
that this triumph of thrift was not re- 
peated in the next year cannot come as a 
surprise. The world was in the grip of 
the most severe financial stringency of 
modern times, and for many workers in 
Ireland even the most modest saving was 
out of the question. It is proverbial, 
moreover, that, when the world puts by 
money, it is to fortify itself against a 
rainy day, and none will maintain that 
the horizon has been free of ominotis 
clouds in the last year. Nevertheless, the 
Free State can contemplate the return of 
‘Thrift Day” with a clear conscience. 
Her people have shown the “ tenacious 
will to work and save.”

Men and Clothes.

from Paris, but in such matters men 
resent dictation. They adopt new styles 
of clothing when they like them; if they 
dislike them, the tailor’s suavest appe:l 
usually falls on deaf ears, Therefore, the 
result of the latest effort to enforce a 
sartorial fashion on British youth will 
be awaited with interest. The woollen ex- 
perts of Bradford have devised a ‘“‘ suit- 
ing " in tints of pale green, which, if they 
have their way, will glimmer soon 
on thousands of gentlemanly limbs— 
annihilating all Bond street to “ a green 
thought in a green shade.’’ Their cam- 
paign will open in Cambridge University, 
whence, as they hope, the example of a 
great body of undergraduates clad, like 
the lilies of the field, in tenderest green. 
will infect the whole of England. Why 
Cambridge is preferred to Oxford we do 
not know. Perhaps, the phrase about the 
“ home of lost causes ” has frightened the 
woollen merchants, or, perhaps, they re- 
member the short-lived—but too long- 
lived—vogue of that dreadful garment, 
the “ Oxford bags.” Hitherto every effort 
to brighten the modern Briton’s clothes 
has been futile. He has set his face 
obstinately against the highly-coloured 
tradition of his ancestors of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. In 
haberdashery, indeed, he allows a certain 
latitude, and in the spring his fancy turns 
lightly to brilliant socks and ties; but h's 
major clothing remains conservatively 
black, dark-blue, brown or grey. The 
plum-coloured dress-suit, attempted a few 
years ago, found no backers. Through all 
walks of life—save in the bookmakers’ en- 
closure at race meetings—the ‘English. 
man’s normal raiment, obeying the 
university statutes, is ‘‘subfusc.’’. Never- 
theless, a change may be at hand; for the 
Great War has unsettled everything, and 
the young men of this generation are in 
revolt against ‘all conventions. Even 
now, perhaps, their intellectual audacity 
is addressing itself to the matter of 
clothes; and on this occasion Bradforl 
may triumph. Soon Dublin’s suburban 
youth may burgeon into shades of living 
green, contemptuous of that ancient 
warning, O formose puer, nimium ne crede 
colert.

Big Cities. 


Tokyo is now the third largest city in 
the world. It has reached this eminence 
by the same means by which Dublin in- 
creased her size not so long ago—by the 
incorporation of districts which formerly 
had, not made a part of the muni- 
cipality. Greater Tokyo came into 
existence this month, when 82 villages 
and towns were absorbed into one large 
city, and thé population of the capital rose 
at a bound from two to five millions. Only 
London and New York now surpass Tokyo 
in population. Her area has been in- 
creased sevenfold, and leaves a margin for 
an increase of 60 per cent. on the present 
population. While Japan thus has been 
enhancing the cult of the big city, England 
has been taking stock of her communities.

DEATH OF LORD | 


' METHUEN. 


BRITAIN’S OLDEST 
FIELD-MARSHAL.

F “asa st his w LORD METHUEN 


died at his Wiltshire home, Corsham 

Court, at 4.25 p.m. yesterday. He was 
87 years old. Members of the family were 
present at the end, which was peaceful. 

Lord Methuen was the ' Father ’’ of the 
British Army. He had been a soldier for 68 
years, for it was in 1864 that he entered the 
Scots Guards. At the time of his death he 
was their Colonel—a position he had occupied 
for 28 years. | 

In point of age he was the oldest of the 
British Field-Marshals, and in seniority he 
was second only to the Duke of Connaught, 
who was gazetted to the rank in 1902, nine 
years before Lord Methuen, 

His experience of active service went back 
to the Ashanti War of 1874. Eight years 
later he was in Egypt a a part in the 
battles of Kassassin and Tel-el-Kebir, and 
two years he was commanding 
Methuen’s Horse with the Bechuanaland 
Field Force. During the Tirah campaign of 
1897 Lord Methuen took on another réle— 
that of Press Censor—but in the South 
African War he was back with the fighting 
forces again. . 

As one of Buller's Divisional Generals at 
the outset of the war, Lord Methuen figured 
bravely in the early reverses that awakened 
the War Office to the inadequacy of the force 
then in the field. To Methuen’s Division fell 
the task of making a dash to relieve Kim- 
berley. In the gallant effort Methuen’s 
Division, after overcoming Boer forces at 
Belmont, was stopped on the Modder river. 
Wounded, but still commanding, . Lord 
Methuen delivered the: attack on Cronje’s 
position, in wh.ch the Highland Brigade, in a 
night attack on Magersfontein Hill, was 
caught under heavy fire while still in 
assembly formation, and lest its General 
(Wauchope) and 750 men. 

Alter Roberts's victory at Diamond Hill and 
the start of the Boer guerrilla tactics, Lord 
Methuen was one of the generals who found 
i Wet hard to capture. Kitchener, Smith- 

orrien, lan Hamilton and Baden-Powell 
shared with Methuen the experience of being 
—- by De Wet in his Western Transvaal 
raids. . | 

In 1907 Lord Methuen returned to South 
Africa, first aw Commander-in-Chief, and then 
as Governor of Natal. 


GOVERNOR OF MALTA, 


His age prevented him from serving actively 
during the Great War, but he was given the 
important appointment of Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of Malta, an island of 
considerable strateg'c value, in view of the 
submarine warfare in the Mediterranean and 
the necessity for having an advanced base 
to which sick and wounded troops, both from 
the Dardanelles and the Salonika front could 
be sent. 

While in Malta Lord Methuen was one of 
the most familiar figures in the camps and 
He was d man of very simple 
tastes, though he had a great love for 
beautiful thngs, especially flowers. His 
yarden at his official residence, San Antonio, 
Malta, was one of the sights of the island 
for those privileged to see it; for he had a 
number of plants and seeds which would do 
well in the semi-tropical climate sent out 
from England. “The gardens at his place at 
Corsham Court, Wilts., where he I ved in his 
years of retirement, were just as well known, 

Lord Methuen had been seriously ill for 
only a few days. Earlier in the year he 
sufiered bereavement by the death of one of 
his daughters, the Hon. Mrs. Geoffrey 
Howard, wife of the Hon. Geoffrey Howard, 
Lord Lieutenant of the North Riding of York- 
shire. 

In September, 1951, Lord. Methuen enter- 
tained a party oi. more than 400 guests at 
Corsham Conrt in celebration of his eighty- 
sxth birthday and shook hands with each 
one 

Following the death of his first wife, a 
daughter of the late Sir F. H. Hervey- 
Bathurst, he married in 1884 Miss Mary Ethel 
Sauford, daughter of the late Mr. W. Ayshford 
Sanford, of Mynehead Court, and he is suc- 
ceeded in the title by the eldest son of that 
marriage, the Hon. Paul Ayshford Methuen, 
who served as a Lieutenant in the Scots 
Guards from, 1914 to 1919. 

Lord Methtien was probably one of the very 
few men who saw the funerals of both the 
Duke of Wellington and Marshal Foch. He 
was six yeats old when the funeral procession 
of Napoleon's conqueror passed through the 
streets of London. He was also one of the 
‘few men in England who could remember 
Berlin under the old Emperor Wilhelm I., for 
he was Military Attaché there from 1877 to 
1881, and received from the Emperor's hands 
the medal of tle Prussian Humane Society for 
rescuing a man from drowning from a canal 
in the centre of Berlin.

FORTESCUE.

FORMER LORD LIEUTENANT 
OF DEVON. 


The death was announced last night of 
Earl Fortescue, aged 78, who underwent a 
serious operation recently, at his home near 
Barnstaple, North Devon. 

Earl Fortescue succeeded his father as 
fourth earl in 1905. Born im 1854, he was 
educated at Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge. He was gc” for Tiverton 
from 1881-85, and for ‘est Devonshire 
from 1885-92. He was A.D.C. to King 
Edward from 1903-10, and to King George 
from 1910 until 1921. From 1918 until his 
death he was a member of the Council of 
the Prince of Wales. He was Lord Lieutenant 
of Devon from 1904-28, and formerly Hon, 
Colonel of the Royal North Devon Yeomanry. 

Earl Fortescue, who was made K.C.B. im 
1911, is succeeded in the title by his elder 
son, Viscount Ebrington, who had a -hs- 
tinguished career in the Army during the 
Var. ) 

The Earidom of Fortescue dates from 1789 
and the Barony from 1746, but the origin of 
the house goes back to the fifteenth cen‘ury, 
one of Lord Fortescue’s ancestors being sir 
John Fortescue, who was Lord Chief Justice 
in 1442.

He was immediately followed by other 
Republicans, and thé banner was thrown 
to the ground and trampled in the mud, 
while men of both parties broke the poles 
lor use as Weapons.

STOPPING WILD | BIDDING 
AND CHEATING, 
From Revuter’s ConnkspoNpEsT. 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 
The new International Contract Bridge 
Code becomes effective to-morrow. 
Its chief provisions are/:—(1) Increase 
of non-vulnerable penaltics. (2) Decrease 
_of some vulnerable penalties. 


The effect of the new rules will be to 
increase the number of nts in a rubber, 
and wild. bidding will be discouraged. 
Stakes will also be affected, according to 
Captain Ewart Kempson, writing in the 
Sunday Times, and he advises players to 
reduce their stakes by twopence in the 
shilling. 

Under the present rules of the Portland 
Club, it sometimes. pays á non-vulnerable 
side to overcall and be defeated; for 
although the non-vulnerable side is mulct 
of probably a thousand paints, the vulner- 
able side would be robbed of many more 
pro- ints than that. These tactics will not 

ah worth while if, under the new code, the 
doubled non-vulnerable penalties are (as 
is expected): lst trick, 100; 2nd trick, 
200 ; órd and each subsequent trick, 400. 

In an effort to obtain a more logical 
ratio, some of the penalties for the vulner- 
able side, as well as those for the non- 
vulnerable, will be increased, and .the 
increases will apply to undoubled, as well 
as doubled, contracts. 2

The reply proceeds:—The 1923 Agreement 
was admittedly provisional in the sense that 
it was expressed to be without prejudice to 
the ultimate financial. settlement, but this 
does*not-alter the fact that the 1925 Agree-.

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 


(a) There are many considerations which 
show that the Irish land stocks are not part 
ofthe Public Debt or National Debt of the 
United Kingdom. They have never been so 
shown in our accounts; they are a contingent 
liability, since the primary security is the 
Land Purchase Fund and the United King- 
dam Government are only guarantors. 

‘he following statutory provisions. also 
&lípw that the Land Purchase Stocks are not 
to-be regarded as part of the National Debt. 
The. Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
provides (Section 1 (2) ) that stock issued 
under that Act ‘‘ shall be redeemable in 
accordance with Section 2 (2) of the National 
Debt Conversion Act, 1838, as if it were stock 
redeemable under that Section . . . .” 
Again, the Irish Land Act, 1903, Section 32, 
provides that “for the purposes of calculat- 
ing the annual sums payable. . . for 
the management of the National Debt, the 
stock shall be considered as part of the 
National Debt inscribed.”’ 

Apart from these technical considerations, 
it is perfectly clear that, when the Agreement 
of 1925 was signed, by which the Irish Free 
State were absolved from bearing any share 
of the Public Debt of the United Kingdom, 
neither party intended to include in this term 
the Jand annuities : this is shown inter alia) 
by the fact that the subsequent Agreement 
of 1926 provided for the payment of the 
annuities in full and without deduction of 
income tax to the National Debt Commis- 
sioners. __ 

(b) As regards the contention that the 
annuities were “‘ gifted”? to the Irish Free 
State Government under the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920, Southern Ireland 
refused to accept the settlement of 1920, 
under which Southern Ireland would have 
been a subordinate Government and would 
have made a contribution to imperial ex- 
penditure. The financial provisions of the 
Act of 1920 did not. the United Kingdom 
representatives are advised, ever come into 
force as regards Southern Ireland and the 
proposed settlement of 1920 was replaced by 
the Treaty of 1921, under which the Irish 
Free State acquired Dominion status. 


AGENTS. 


(c) The Jand annuities are debts due bv 
the Irish Free State tenants, in respect of 
the sums advanced to enable them to buy 
their land, to the Land Purchase Fund held 
by the. National Debt Commissioners, which 
have been collected by the Irish Free State 
Government as agents, which that Govern- 
ment have no right to collect except as 
agents, which they are bound to pay over 
when collected and which the Irish Free 
State legislature has provided (Section 12 of 
the Land Act of 1923) shall be paid over. 

It is for this reason that the payments 
cannot be regarded as inter-governmental 
debts. 

(ad) The statement that in view of all the 
historical circumstances it is not equitable 
that the Irish people should be obliged to 
pay away these moneys is understood to 
mean that Ireland was over-taxed in the 
fast. This is a point raised in the second 
memorandum of the Irish Free State repre- 
sentatives and will be dealt with in answer 
to it. | 

In its memorandum of October 26th the 
Free State representatives replied at length. 
On the subject of ratification, it is pointed 
out that there was a stipulation that the 
Treaty of 1921 should be ratified, and a 
similar condition must be implied in any 
instruments intended to extend or abridge 
its terms. Ratification has become requisite 
by usage, and is recognised by leading 
authorities on international law to be part 
of the positive law of nations. 


THE TREATY. 


The legal claim of the Irish Free State to 
retain these annuities is based on the follow- 
ing considerations, They were ceded to 
Southern Ireland by virtue of the Govern- 
ment oí Ireland Act, 1920, under which Ire- 
land was relieved of all liability for the

Government of Ireland Act, while the terms 
of the Treaty relating to Northern Ireland 
provide for the contingency of that area re- 
maining in the Free State, in which event 
Northern Ireland was to be freed from the 
liability for an imperial contribution while 
retaining for its sole use the annuities 
“‘gifted’’ under the Act. It can hardly.be 
seriously suggested that the Treaty contem- 
plated leaving the subordinate Government 
of Northern Ireland in possession of the 
annuities collected in its territory while the 
Government of all Ireland was to collect the 
annuities in the rest of the country merely 
for transmission to Great Britain. 

Finally, even if the contention of the 
British representatives with regard to the 
Government of Ireland Act were correct, it 
would not establish the British claim. The 
land stocks, being part sof the public: debt 
of the United Kingdom, the Irish Free State 
was relieved of all obligation for the service 
thereof by the Agreement of December órd, 
1925, amending the Treaty. 


THE 1925 AGREEMENT. 

On the question of the Land Purchase Fund 
as primary security for Irish Land Stocks the 
Free State comment is >— .- 

“The liabilities secured on it were liabilities 
of the United Kingdom, and no reasonable 
interpretation of the term ‘public debt,’ as 
used in Article V. of the Treaty, can exclude 
them. Article V. was the only article of the 
Treaty which purported to place upon the 
Irish Free State liabslity for any part of the 
ublic debt of the United Kin +i) ame 
ritish representatives mh anche si e that the 
Agreement of December 3rd, 1925, released 
the Irish Free State from liability under 
Article V. The contention of the Irish Free 
State is that the 1925 Agreement placed the 
obligation to meet the ‘interest and sinking

seven years should operate to deprive the 
Irish Free State of its rights under this 
Agreement and the ratifying Acts of Parlia- 
ment. 
“The assertion of the British representa- 
tives that the land purchase annuities ‘are 
debts due by the Irish Free State tenants to 
the Land Purchase Fund held by the National 
Debt Commissioners’ is imaccurate. The 
liability of a tenant purchaser is a liability 
to the State, and is completely discharged 
when he pays his annuity to the Irish Land 
Commission. 

“The reference in the British memorandum 
of October 15tn to the provisions of the Land 
Act of 1923 is not oF, adi to the dispute 
between the two Governments. The Land 
Act was wassed into law nine years before 
the publication of the Agreement of February 
12th, 1923, and it did not ratify that Agroe- 
ment, nor did it even purport to do so. It 
was a piece. of purely domestic legisation 
which the Irish Free State is free to repeal 
at any time it chooses.”’ 


_ “PUBLIC DEBT. 

With regard to the difference between: the 
“ public debt” and the “ national. debt.” in 
the British reply, the Free State representa- 
tives argue the question at length to show 


that there is nothing in established adminis- | 


trative practice or in the principles of financial 
procedure to indicate that the content of 
“public debt ' depends on the use made of 
the borrowed money, or on the existence or 
non-existence of tangible agseis, whether 
revenue-producing or not, or on any details 
of accounting mechanism. 

The memorandum -concludes its reference 
to the annuities by remarking: ‘‘The state- 
ment in the Trish Free State re ntatives 
memorandum of October 12 that, in view 
of all the historical circumstances, it is 
inequitable that the Irish people should be 
obliged to pay the land purchase annuities to 
Great Britain must not be taken as based 
solely on Ireland's counterclaims for over- 
taxation in the past. It has particular re- 
ference to the circums surrounding the 
confiscation and tenure of Irish land.”

FREE STATE'S CONTENTION. 


It is contended on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State that neither the 
Treaty,: nor the Agreement .amending the 
Treaty, imposes on the Government of the 
Irish Free State any lability for either 

(a) The pensions oí pre-Treaty pen- 
sioners and the allowances to their de- 
pendents, or 

(b) compensation or other payments to 
disbanded members of tae Force. . 

It will, be recollected that the post-Treaty 
Royal Irish Constabulary did not retire in 
consequence of the one of Government, nor 
were they discharged by the Irish Govern- 
ment, but they were disbanded by the British 
Government under a British statute, the Con- 
stabulary (Ireland) Act, 1922. Histor‘cally, as 
the Royal Irish Constabulary was an occupy- 
ing force, hostile to the national aspirations of 
the Irish people, it would not be right or 
equitable to impose a charge for their 
pensions, etc., on the Irish people. — “.. 
To the extent that civil and judicial 
pensions are paid to persons who retired prior 
to the change of Government no_ liability 
therefor is imposed by the Treaty or the 
amending Agreement or accepted in any other 
valid Agreement by the Trish Free State 
Governnient. | These charges should, there- 
fore, remain a liability of the British Govern- 
ment. With regard to these pensions. any 
liability attaching to the Irish Free State 
should be discharged directly by it. - 


THE BRITISH REPLY. 


The British reply is:— ' The question of 
R.1.C. pensions was settled by the Financial 
Agreements of 1923 and 1926, and the United 
Kingdom representatives is ain the settle- 
ment thus reached as final. Police functions, 
in common with. other Governmental 
functions, were taken over by the Irish Free 
State when it was set up, The cost of police 
pensions existing at the time of transfer was a 
normal part of the cost of the functions of 
Government which any Government would 
expect to have to Bear. The pension of the’ 
R.LC. constable is in no different position 
from that of the pension of a retired postman, 
and the taking over of these liabilities was a 
necessary cofollary of the separation of the 
two States. 

** The disbandment, oí the R.I.C. was a step 
taken in agreement with the Irish Free State, 
who did pot desire the Force to be main- 


tained; this nieasure, taken at the desire of 


the, Irish Free State, does not absolve them 
from the cost of the compensation payments 
to disbanded. members of the Force, since it 
in no way alters the fact that the R.I.C. had. 
been one of the forces’ discharging police 
functions prior to the transfer. 

““ The payment of civil. and judicial pensions 
was also a corollary of the transfer of Govern- 
ment to the Irish Free State. The general 
principle adopted was that the various de- 
partments were handed over as ' going con- 
cerns’ with all their assets and liabilities 
attached. . The pensions of the judges were 
one of the liabilities; just as the judicial build- 
ings and equipment, which were handed over 
free, were included in the assets.”’ 


“ CLEARLY INVALID.” 


In their comment on the British statement, 
the Free State representatives say :—‘‘ No 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
were discharged by the Irish Free State or 
retired in consequence of the change of Go- 
vernment. - The force never cathe under the 
authority of the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment; it was demobilised by the British Go- 
vernment, and the circumstances in which the 
Irish Free State would have been liable for 
R.1.C. pensions never arose. The British 
delegation’s argument based on the. assent of 
the Provisional Government to the disband- 
The 
Provisional Government had no power to 
vary the terms of the treaty. .... 

Apart ésom the release from liability for 
R.1.C, ions resulting from the de- 
mobilisation of the force by the British Go- 
vernment, the Irish Free State has an in- 
disputable case in justice against this bur- 
den, The R.I.C. was admittedly an Im- 
perial force, whose main function was the 
maintenance of British rule in Ireland; it 
was far greater in numbers and in cost than 
was necessary for ithe fulfilment of normal 
police duties. It! is, therefore, manifestly 
unjust that Ireland should be saddled with 
the entire expense of pensioning the. force 
on its disbandment.”” 


LOCAL LOANS, 


To the Free State's refusal to recognise 
any liability in connection with the service 
of local Joans annuities, the British repre- 
sentatives say :'— 

_““ This question was settled by the Finan- 
clal Agreement of 1926, and the United 
Kingdom -representatives regard the settle- 
ment then reached as final. The Local 
Loans Stock is not part of the Public Debt 
of the United Kingdom since the primary 
security is the Local Loans Fund and the 
United Kingdom Government are only guar- 
antors. In effect, the Irish Free. State 
merely act as an agent to collect. the pay- 
ments due» by the borrowers and pay them 
over to the Local Loans Fund; although, as 
a matter of convenience, the payment to the 
Local Loans Fund takes the form of a 
twenty-year annuity of £600,000. Hí tho 
Irish Free Strte disclaim responsibinity tor 
the payment to the Local Loans Fund, what 
is their right to collect the payments due to 
the Kund wy the borrowers, since it was the 
Local Loans Find, and not the Trish Free 
State, which made the advances?” 
The .Free State representatives deprecated 
attempts to rebut the argitments based on 
legal and moral right by reference to a mere 
book-keeping arrangement. 


PUBLIC OFFICES, 


The Free State representatives state that 
Public Offices, ete.,, Annuities represent con- 
tributions towards the service of the public 
debt of the United Kingdom, for which the 
Free State has no liability.

MR. C. L. LOCKTON. 

Mr. Charles Langton Lockton, who was 
one of the best-known amateur athletes in 
the.’eighties, died at his home at Warling- 
ham, Surrey, yesterday, aged 76. 

While still at Merchant Taylor’s School «t 
the age of 16 he won the national Jong jump 
championship with a leap of 19 feet 4 inches. 
In 1875 he again won the championship with 
a jump of 20 feet 10} inches, and he repeated 
his success in 1879 and 1880. In 1879, when 
he was 22 years of age, he had a wonderful 
season, winning the 100 yards sprint in 10 1-5 
seconds, the 120 yards hurdles in. 16 3-5 
seconds, and the long jump at. 22 feet 14 
inches at the National Championship meet- 
ing. “This long jump. record, held good until 
it was beaten by C. B. Fry. 

Mr, Lockton later acted as official starter at 
most championship meetings and at the 
Olympic Games in London in 1908. R 

Mr. Lockton was formerly a clerk in the 
House of Commons, retiring in 1921. He was 
a churchwarden of Warlin Ben Parish Church 
for thirty-one years, abd a Justice of the 
Peace for Surrey. 


MR. R. W. HANNA. 

Mr. Robert W.s Hanna, Secretary of the 
International Chambér of Commerce, died 
suddenly in Westminster Hospital! on Satur. 
day, at the age of 39. . Mr. Hanna served 
w.th the Cyclist Corps of the Ulster. Division 
during the Great War, ending his service 
with the 27th (American) Division. 

On leaving the Army he became Assistant 
Secretary of the Association of British

Mr. Emmett Corrigan, the well-known 
American actor and filn artiste, died at Holly- 
wood vesterdav at the age of 61.
